II. Claims 21-40, drawn to a "method of wrapping pot", classified in 
class 53, subclass 399. 

Applicant respectfully elects Invention II, claims 21-40. Claims 1-20 and 
41-60 have been canceled herein, without prejudice. Applicant respectfully 
submits that pending claims 21-40 are patentable over the art of record and are 
in a condition for allowance.
